The Board of Aldermen today 
enacted a bill to relax the park- 
ing bar on eight downtown 
streets during off-peak hours, 
overrode Mayor Raymond R.

The new ordinance will per- 
mit parking from 9 to 4 p.m. on 
the left side of one-day down- 
town streets which are now 
closed to daytime parking by the 
master traffic control ordinance.

MOSCOW. March 5 (UP)— 
Foreign Minister V. M. Molo- 
tov said today in his first re- 
port on the Berlin conference 
that West German rearmament 
eventually would plunge the 
world into another war. 

He issued his statement as the 
Soviet Union observed the first 
anniversary of Joseph Stalin’s 
death. 

Molotov said the European 
Defense Community posed the 
question of war or peace. 

“Where does the present li 
of the United States, Britain an 
France on the German question 
lead? .. . To follow this path 
means to embark on preparation 
for another war in Europe which 
will lead to World War III,” 
Molotov said. 

He compared the North Atlan- 
tic Treaty Ofganization pact 
with the ill-fated anti-Comintern 
pact signed in 1937 by Ger- 
many, Italy and Japan. 

“There are no grounds for 
doubting that the fate of the 
North Atlantic pact will be no 
better than the fate of the anti- 
Comintern pact,” Molotov said.

CHURCHILL SHOWS 
OFF HIS BILL FOR 
COMMERCIAL TV 


LONDON, March 5 (AP) — 
Prime Minister Churchill's gov- 
ernment published a commercial 
television bill today containing 
strict “watch dog” provisions 
over advertisers and advertise- 
ments. There probably would 
be only five or six minutes of 


commercials in every hour of 
broddcasting, by its terms. 

If the government can get the 
measure approved by Parlia- 
ment before the summer recess, 
the London, Birmingham and 
Lancashire areas will have 
sponsored TV by the middle of 
1955. 

Key provision in the bill calls 
for setting up an independent 
television authority as a rival to 
the publicly - owned British 
Broadcasting Corp. The B.B.C, 
now has:a monopoly on all Brit 
ish television and sound broad- 
casting. It carries no adver- 
tising. 

The new authority’s programs 
“are to be predominantly Brit- 
ish in tone and style, of high 
quality and well balanced in 
subject matter.” This clause is 
designed to prevent @ swamping 
of the commercial channel here 
by old movies, as in the United 
States.

6 MARINES KILLED, 
30 HURT, LECTURER 
DROPS LIVE SHELL

Present G.O.P. Hopes.

HANOI, Indochina, March 5 
(AP) — French army headquar- 
ters announced that Communist- 
led Vietminh commandos raided 
Hanoi's big civil airport, . five 
miles away at Gialam, and blew 
up an undisclosed number of 
airplanes yesterday. 


The exact losses were not dis- 
closed, but army spokesmen said 
“several planes” had either been 
destroyed or partly wrecked in 
explosions. 


(In Saigon, the French high 
command announced that “about 
a dozen” aircraft nn damaged 
or partly destroyed in the raid. 
It said most of the planes were 
C-47s belonging to private com- 
panies and requisitiened by the 
army to transport military per- 
sonnel.) . ’ 


The Vietminh raiders at- 
tacked at about 2:30 a.m., go- 
ing from plane to plane on the 
main airport runways and plac- 
ing high explosives in plastic 
containers. under the engines. 


Blasts Heard In Hanoi. 


The airport guards opened fire 
on the raiders as big explosions 
started. The biastg could be 
heard clearly in Hanoi, across 
the Red river. Hanoi was in a 
state of alert for three hours. 

One Vietminh was killed. The 
French said more than 200 sus- 

ects had been rounded up fol- 
owing the raid, 

There was no announcement 
of any casualties among French 
and Viet Namese personnel, The 
Vietminh raiders apparently ap- 
proached Gialam after crossing 
the nearby Red river and were 
believed to have fled down- 
stream in sampans. 

(The raid on the airport came 

a few hours after a Communist 
attack on Senho, six males from 
Hanoi, as reported yesterday by 
the United Press.) 


Vietminh commandos about 
three weeks ago raided the air- 
strip and gasoline storage depots 
at Doson, 12 miles south of the 
seaport of Haiphong, and caused 
“important damage.” This ai- 
tack was made shortly begore 
the arrival at Doson of 150 U.S. 
Air Force technicians sent to 
Indochina to service aircraft for 
the French Union forces. 


Rumors Stirred in Hanoi. 


The sirens and explosions at 
Gialam yesterday awakened all 
Hanoi and set off rumors that 
the Vietminh might be trying a 
big attack on the city, head- 
quarters for the French in north 
Indochina.

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GRAIN EXCHANGE 
CONSIDERS BUILDING 


23-Story Stainless Steel 
Structure on Present Site 
Being Discussed. 


A plan for construction of a 
23-story building to replace the 
present _79-year-old Merchants’ 


Exchange building on Third 
street, between Pine and Chest- 
nut streets, was under consid- 
eration today by members of 
the grain exchange. 

No financing has been ob- 
tained as yet for the $10,000,- 
000 structure, Marcel Boulicault, 
architect, said. However, he add- 
ed, “financing. will present no 
problem since there are numer- 
ous agencies interested in in- 
vestments of this nature.” 

At a special meeting of the ex- 
change yesterday, members au- 


thorized Boulicault to complete 


his plans for the stainless steel 
building and to return within 
six months for final approval 
by the exchange. 

If the building is erected, 
it would be the —_ major new 
office building constructed in 
downtown St. Louis since 1926. 
Officers of the grain exchange 
reported that a survey of major 
buildings downtown showed 98 
to 99 per cent occupancy and for 
all office buildings in the city 
ae A 3.61 per cent vacancy.

Interesting Trip 


Boat Journey at 
Wildlife Refuge 


By Leonard Hall 


RAINEY SANCTUARY, La. 


HE great coastal marshes which lie along 
T the Gulf between the Mississippi river on 

the east and the Louisiana-Texas border on 
the west embrace several million acres. This 
vast area serves as 
the wintering ground 
for practically all of 
the waterfowl that 
use the Mississippi 
flyway and many of 
those which come 


way through the Da- 
kotas, Nebraska, 
Kansas and Okla- 
homa. 

This wintering 
ground today is 
probably the limiting 
factor in maintain- 
ing our population of 
ducks, geese and 
many species of 
shore birds in mid-continent America. And in 
order to check the steady encroachment on the 
area through unwise or unnecessary drainage, 
oil’ exploration and industrial development, a 
number of wildfowl refuges have been set up 
which probably include something over 1,000,000 
acres. 

The Paul Rainey Sanctuary south of Abbe- 
ville, where we spent two interesting days, is 
one of these refuges and is surrounded by 
others and by private lands in large acreages 
which, except that they are subject to oil de- 
velopment and possible eventual drainage, also 
serve as wintering grounds for the waterfowl. 


x * * 


THE AREA CAN BEST BE DESCRIBED as a 
vast sea of grass—rushes, cord grass, bulrushes 
and quillreed—with countless shallow ponds and 
bayous, a labyrinth of man-made canals that 
have been dredged to allow navigation, and oc- 
casional low ridges known as cheniers where 
willow, hackberry and liveoak find a foothold. 

The only practical way to see the sanctuary 
is by boat, so after our arrival and a good din- 
ner, we started out with Warden Schexnayder 
on an exploring trip. Just as we climbed aboard 
the cruiser, a small boat with an inboard motor 
came chugging slowly down the canal, and 
hanging from a rack at the stern were a dozen 
freshly skinned pelts of the nutria. The occur 
pant of the boat, a trapper returning from his 
morning round along the canals, hailed Nick 
in French and passed the time of day with 
Nick’s helper, DesArmand. 


_ -.. e 


THE STORY of the nutria, a marsh-dwelling, 
fur-bearing rodent somewhat larger than our 
muskrat, is worth telling. Some years ago a few 
pairs of the animals were introduced from South 
America by Edward Mclihenny into the ponds 
at Avery island. They took hold and a few years 
later, during a very high flood, some 40 pairs 
escaped into the outside marshes. That was the 
beginning of an invasion of countless millions 
of nutria which today threaten practically every 
other form of wildlife in the whole coastal 
marsh area. 

The animals multiply at a terrifically fast 
rate and feed on all of the marsh vegetation 
which provides food for muskrats, geese, deer 
and other game. Today they have practically re- 
placed the muskrat over a large area and every 
canal is lined at intervals of a few feet along 
the bank with the passage-ways where the nutria 
go back and forth, ~ 


KR 
THE NUTRIA FUR is inferior to the muskrat, 


but it is today the primary pelt taken by the 


trappers. On the 130,000-acre tract of the Lou- 
isiana Fur Co. alone, more than 40,000 skins are 
taken per year—all that the trappers can handle 
although Mr. Hebert, the fur company manager, 
told us they should be taking twice as many. 

On the state lands, trapping as a control 
measure is encouraged by giving the trappers 
90 per cent of the revenue. Yet the nutria con- 
tinue to increase at an alarming rate. 


x * * 


DURING OUR BOAT JOURNEYS through the 
sanctuary that afternoon and next morning we 
saw countless birds of many species—bands of 
blue and snow geese, glossy ibis, handsome 
white egret, Great Blue, Louisiana and Little 
Blue Herons, ducks of a dozen species, gulls, 
terns, hawks, shrikes and bandd# of red-winged 
blackbirds and boat-tailed grackles. 

We hiked across one of the “cheniers” where 


~gnce lived 30 families of Cajun farmers but not 


a single house remains today. This led us to 
the Gulf where, through the glasses, we could 
eo of geese come to the beach for 
sand. ’ 

Then we cruised more miles through the 
canals to call at headquarters of the fur com- 
pany, where trappers were stretching the pelts 
from the day’s catch and. where we inspected 
the pleasant buildings used by members of the 
company when tha come to visit. Like other 
spots we’ve enjoye re’re coming back to Rain- 
ey Sanctuary for a longer stay, but now the 
road is calling and we must be on our way again.

“EXTINCT”’—But Not a Volcano 


E speak of laws being “ex- 
W tinct,” of customs, species, 
objects, even civilizations. 
We do not think of any of these 
items as having at one time 
been in flames. And yet literal- 
ly to be extinct is to be extin- 
guished. The extinct volcano is 
in keeping with the word's story. 
“Extinct” comes from the 
Latin “extinctus,” out of “ex- 
tinguere,” to quench. Thus, 
something extinct is as a fire 
burned out, a light turned off. 
John Milton wrote, “Light, the 
prime, work of God, to me is 
extinct.” The blind poet only a 
few hundred years ago was 86 
much closer in awareness to the 
origins of English speech. 

It is not too difficult to under- 
stand the extension of this word 
to the general sense of without 
activity, without force—as in 


the instance of extinct laws or 
customs—and also to the idea 
. of without survival, as in the 
case of the family that is said 
to have become extinct.

Any long-continued and severe tic, of course, can be 
an indication of something wrong with a child, and should 
be checked with your physician. “But in the teens, a tem- 
porary attack of such behavior may—as we have suggested 
before and as the following letter confirms—be quite with- 
in normal limits and no real sign of anything wrong.

“AFTER READING your recent article on tensional out- 
lets,” a mother writes, “I would like to thank you very much 
for the relief I felt, because I have a 12-year-old son. He 
has been an excellent pupil in every grade; he is now in the 
eighth grade. He is such a good boy, but he drives us 
nearly crazy with his jerks and faces and movements of his 
head and sometimes his whole body. He imitates every 
comedian on television. He used tq watch Howdy Doody 
and afterwards started moving his head and body exactly 
like the puppets. 

“Well, our television has been out of order now for 


- two months, and we told him we were not going to get it

fixed until he stopped jerking his head and other move- 
ments. He was jerking his head pretty bad two months 
ago, and now he jerks it only once in a while.

Natives, Like People in U.

Most American coffee comes 
from Brazil. This is the story 
of. coffee—from bean te brew 
—as obtained by an experi- 
enced American newspaper 
woman who went to Brazil to 
see what was happening on 
the coffee plantations and 
among the people who grow 
this country’s favorite bever- 
age. 


SAO PAULO, BRAZIL, 

Ma 5 (INS) 
MERICANS whd are un- 
happy over the rise in coffee 
prices have company in their 
misery. The people in Brazil, 
where the coffee comes from, 
are just as unhappy and seem 
to be just as confused as to 

what caused the jump in cost. 

But Brazilians, coffee-lovers 
who have felt a pain in their 
pocketbooks, too, are also nurs- 
ihg bruised feelings. These 
proud, fun-loving people have 
what amounts to a school-boy 
crush on the U.S.A. It hurts 
their pride to be accused of 
making coffee prices go up. The 
fact that it hurts their dollar 
credit, too, they say, is inci- 
dental. 

Some say, “It’s the frost that 
killed the trees.” Others blame 
a declining supply and a mount- 
ing demand which has been ob- 
vious for several years. Still 
others comment about mys- 
terious speculation that takes 
place somewhere between the 
port of Santos and the New 
York Coffee Exchange. 

From all indications, coffee 
prices will go up still higher be- 
fore they can come down again. 
Frost did knock out a large por- 
tion of Brazil's coffee fields, 
with acre upon acre of bare, leaf- 
less gray trees standing visible 
as proof. And the frost un- 
fortunately came in the middle 
of last year’s harvest, knocking 
out part of expected 1954 pro- 
duction. Whén this summer's 
harvest is collected, fewer 
healthy trees automatically spell 
fewer coffee beans—and prices 
can be expected to go up again. 

eS" « 

T takes a couple of years to 
| ext a frost-bitten tree to pro- 

duce again, so Brazilians are 
not expecting full production un- 
til 1955, at least. By that time, 
Brazil's two and a half billion 
coffee trees may be producing 
their promised yield of a pound 
of coffee a tree. But until then, 
Brazilians in Sao Paulo offered 
a suggestion to Americans: 


Get more mileage out of our 


coffee, which the Brazilians con- 
sider “rinsed” the way we make 
it, not brewed. The Brazilians 
don’t merely grind a _ coffee 
bean; they pulverize it into fine 
‘dust which is either dripped 
through a cloth or boiled so 
that you literally drink the bean. 

Brazil’s “cafezinho” — coffee 
as they drink it—resembles Ital- 
ian expresso coffee. It is drunk 
in demitasse with lots of pow- 
dered sugar mixed in. 

In Sao Paulo, a modern in- 
land city of 2,700,000 people 
south of Rio de Janeiro, (and 
known as “the Chicago of South 
America”) the price of coffee 
has jumped since 1953 from 40 
to 64 cruzeiros (roughly 80 cents 
to $1.28) per kilo (two pounds) 
and from 60 centavos (100 cen- 
tavos to a cruzeiro) to a cruzeiro 
or more per tiny “cafezinho” 
demitasse cup. 

Since the cruzeiro is worth 
about two cents American on 
the free exchange, this doesn’t 
seem like much to United States 
visitors, but it means a lot to 
the average Brazilian worker, 
whose daily take-home pay may 
not be more than 40 or 45 cru- 


zeiros. 
What caused the jump? The

Brazilians in Sao Paulo first 
point west to the “coffee belt” 
—400 miles inland—in the fer- 
tile soil of Parana state. 

The biggest little city in the 
coffee belt is a red mud-coated 
town where you can tell the 
rich from the poor, the natives 
say, because “the poor wash 
their own Cadillacs.” That's 
how Brazilians themselves de- 
scribe Londrina. 


a 

O an American, visiting Lon- 
T drina is like going back in 

the history of the United 
States west. It’s Virginia City 
during the silver rush, Abilene 
during the cattle drives. But in 
Londrina, where the earth is so 
rich in iron both the houseg and 
the people wear a coat of red 
dust, neither metal nor cows 
count. 

Coffee is the road to. riches in 
Londrina and a man’s wealth is 
measured not in money, but in 
coffee trees. Ten years ago, Lon- 
drina had 10,000 residents, but 
not a telephone or telegraph or 
hotel. To get there, eager “Bra- 
sileiros” eyeing a coffee-colored 
future took a train from Sao 
Paulo, got off at a railroad stop 
miles away, and jeeped or bug- 
gied to Londrina. 


Now 100 flights a day come in 
and out of Londrina’s flat, red 
mud airport. There are 60 hotels 
and‘a “Jockey Club” for racing. 
Fifty thousand persons crowd 
the town, with more arriving 
every day. These coffee-con- 
scious citizens have built up a 
city where wood shanties sur- 
round the most modernistic of 
bus terminals and buildings. 
Both shanties and elegant struc- 


tures are the same color, red, 
because Londrina still wears the 
red earth which made the boom 
possible. 

This soil, red dust when it’s 
dry, red mud when it rains, is 
incredibly fertile. It was jungle 
land a bare 20 years ago, but 
year by year, Brazilian “coffee 
‘farmers’ uprooted the jungle 
trees, cleared the brush, ‘and 
planted coffee seeds tenderly 
under sun-shelters of wood. 

Today a new generation is still 
doing this farther and farther 
west, where jungle, monkeys and 
jaguars inhabit the red earth. 

The caffee beans planted so 
carefully begin to bear beans in 
their fifth year, and do so year 
after year unless something un- 
expected happens. In 1953, on 
the night of July 5, the unex- 
pected did happen. A 16-degree 
frost coated the coffee fields, 
the first time a frost had hit 
this temperate zone area since 
1918. For the southern part of 
Brazil, which has winter when 
the United States has summer, 
and summer when we have win- 
ter, freezing temperatures come 
as a shock after a norm of mild 
60-degree winters.

HE shock which chilled the 
Brazilians damaged 400,000,- 
000 coffee trees ih the state 

of Parana, or almost 60 per 
cent of the state's 700,000,000 
coffee trees, Brazilian coffee 
circles estimate.

ducing state of Sao Paulo, which 
lost production of 200,000,000 of 
its 1,200,000,000 trees. 

The Brazilian Coffee Institute, 
through the director of its tech- 
nology department, Walter Laz- 
zarini, says that the loss of cof- 
fee in Parana state goes beyond 
statistics, since Parana has the 
more fertile trees — with each 
tree producing three times the 
amount of beans harvested from 
a Sao Paulo tree. 


Even the most fertile tree 
produces a tiny amount of cof- 
fee for the billions of buckets 
consumed daily throughout the 
world. 10-foot coffee tree in 
its prime gives three pounds of 
coffee in the shell. That makes 
one pound of coffee for the 
store shelf. 

The man who owns more cof- 
fee trees than anybody else in 
Brazil has only a wood-burning 
stove in the kitchen of his plan- 
tation home: This doesn't mean 
that Geremias Lunardelli, 65- 
year-old “king of coffee,” lives 
poorly or doesn’t believe in 
kitchens. 

Lunardelli, a billionaire with 
a private fleet of planes, merely 
follows the theory of most of 
Brazil's big coffee. planters: on 
the “fazenda” (plantation), he 
puts his money into coffee, not 
interior decoration. 


His vast 30,000-acre “Fazenda 
Cachoeira” at Amoreira, Parana 
state, the biggest individually 
owned plantation in Brazil, has 
3,000,000 coffee trees, 5000 peo- 
ple, six schools and whole work- 
ers’ villages within its stretch- 
ing acreage. But the main 
house is simple. 

Lunardelli, of course, has sev- 
eral homes and may live just 
like a billionaire at Sao Paulo, 
his home 400 miles from the 
plantation. But the 12-room 
brick ranch house he occupies 
when at the fazenda is mo- 
nastically severe. 

The red-tiled roof overhangs 
an open veranda, six bedrooms, 
three baths, a huge main room, 
a kitchen and a pantry. The 
kitchen, pantry, main room, ver- 
anda and baths have red-tiled 
floors. One tiny runner rug is 
in the hall that separates the 
bedrooms, and the rest of the 
flooring is native wood parquet, 

Furniture is equally simple. 
The bedrooms hold _ essential 
beds, dressers and wardrobes— 
and no folderol. The main room 
has tables and chairs and a buf- 
fet. The kitchen has a work 
table and a huge combination 


sink-work counter cupboard in 
addition to the wood-b 
stove, which also is tiled. 

The only wal] decorations are 
family photographs. For dress- 
up occasions, huge vases of flow- 
ers are set here and there. But 
there's no other resemblance to 
the Hollywood notion of a 
Brazilian plantation. 

. . . 


OLLYWOOD also would 

have a hard time finding any- 

thing romantic in the way 
the 5000 plantation workers live. 
United States farmers, sur- 
rounded by agricultural machin- 
ery, may wonder why even the 
biggest plantation in Brazil needs 
so many hands. 

The reason fs that coffee is 
almost entirely a hand-worked 
crop. 

A coffee seedling is as deli- 
cate as a baby. It is shaded 
from the sun in infancy by wood 
slat covers. It is planted in 
straight rows set close together, 
so that grown coffee trees stand- 
ing only a few feet apart can act 
as sunshades for each other, 


Most of the shoeless workers 
living in wood shanties on plan- 
tation land are “planters”—field 
hands who stick with a coffee 
tree from seedling until it is 
five years old and first starts 
producing beans. 

Itinerant workers called “pick- 
ers” work on the trees at har- 
vest time, going from fazenda to 
fazenda during the July to Octo- 
ber season. These men get paid 
for stripping the beans from the 
branches by hand. 

Still other plantation workers 
have the job of depulping the 
beans, washing them, drying 
them under the sun and sewing 
them into 132-pound bags for 
the truck hauls to warehouses. 


The “planters” who actually 
live on the fazendas are paid 
small salaries in money and 
given production privileges: they 
can plant their own crops—corn, 
rice or banana trees—between 
the coffee trees. The field 
hands, therefore, will keep on 
eating in spite of the frost that 
damaged all 3,000,000 trees on 
the Lunardelli- plantation —a 
prospective loss of 40,000 bags 
of coffee for export. 

This reporter climbed a 200- 
foot watchtower to see the dam- 
age. For an estimated 20 miles 
around, the only thing visible 
was naked coffee trees, stripped 
leafless by the frost. 

Other big fazendas suffered 
similar damage.

It is being reprinted to- 

day because it arrived too late for inclusion in yesterday's 

symposium and because the Milwaukee Journal is the 

largest newspaper in Senator McCarthy's home state. 

HE stark contrast between the American way and the Me 
T Carthy way is dramatized clearly in President Eisenhower's 

plea for “fair play” and Senator McCarthy's typically savage 
reaction to it. 

The President's was a tem- 
perate, measured statement in 
keeping with the dignity of his 
office. Its highlights deserve 
full attention of the entire na- 
tion, 

When there is “disregard of 
the standards of fair play” in 
congressional investigations the 
goal of opposing Communism is 
defeated. Proper vigilance can- 
not be carried out by un-Ameri- 
can and improper methods. This 
is true, he added in pointed 
words, whether improper meth- 
ods are used by “design” or 
through “carelessness.” 

The “ultimate responsibility 
for the conduct of all parts o 
the executive branch of the 
Government rests with the Pres- 
ident.” No other branch of gov- 
ernment (meaning Congress) can 
usurp that responsibility. Nor 
can executive responsibility be 
delegated to Congress. 

The Congress has a right to 
ask an accounting of executive 
stewardship. That accounting 
will be given. But it must be 
done on the basis of “mutual re- 
spect.” The President will not 
allow his department’s officials 
and employes to be intimidated, 
humiliated or treated any way 
but that “its procedures are 
proper and fair.” 

Then this statement: “There 
are problems facing this nation 
today of vital importance. They 
are both foreign and domestic in 
character. They affect the in- 
dividual and collective future 
of all of us ...I regard it as 
unfortunate when we are di- 
verted from these grave prob-

Spanking the NLRB 

Members of the National Labor Relations 
Board will not have much more to do than look 
at the cherry blossoms, a new exhibit in the 
Mellon Gallery or whatever happens to be the 
current Washington attraction if Congress goes 
along with the proposal of the House Labor 
Committee to deprive the NLRB of jurisdiction 
over unfair labor practice cases. But the: federal 
judges to which these cases would be trans- 
ferred probably would find themselves snowed 
under enough extra work to keep them from 
going anywhere. 

Although it is far from what it was in the 
Wagner Act days, the NLRB js still a target for 
congressional potshots. The latest blast would 
leave it with little more to do than to conduct 
union representation elections and to determine 
employes eligible to vote in a given election of 
this kind. Time was when this was a fair-sized 
job, but by now there are very few disputes as 
to whether a union has the right to be recog- 
nized. Disputes are much more likely to arise 
over alleged violations of the Taft-Hartley Act, 
the successor to the Wagner Act. 

Experience has shown that such cases are best 
handled, in the first place, by a specialized 
agency. In this respect, the NLRB is like the 
Federal Communications Commission, the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission or the Federal 
Power Commission, a quasi-judicial body espe- 
cially selected to deal expeditiously with one 
area of administrative law. 

The agencies have not always applied the law 
in a generally satisfactory manner. But there 
are remedies for complaints against them. First, 
a party has the right to take any administrative 
decision to the Appellate Court. Second, the mem- 
bers of a board or commission and the law gov- 
erning them may be changed. The NLRB has 
been thoroughly reconstructed. 

Adjudication of grievances would not be 
speeded up, however, by depriving it of most 
of its jurisdiction and overloading the courts. 


Even the House Labor Committee seemed some- 


what aware of this when a motion to reconsider 
was defeated by only a tie vote. 
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Bootlegging — Autos, That Is 

“Bootlegging” of automobiles has become a 
serious problem for the auto industry. Manu- 
facturers tend to blame the dealers for this, 
and at a meeting of the Missouri Automobile 
Dealers Association in Kansas City, the dealers 
blamed the manufacturers, 

Bootlegging occurs when a dealer sells new 
cars at wholesale to a used-car dealer, who in 
turn sells the vehicles under list price. This 
provides both dealers with some profit and dis- 
poses of the car. 

Ford and General Motors recently warned 
dealers they might lose their franchises for 
bootlegging. At the Kansas City meeting, how- 
ever, some of the dealers said they thought the 
manufacturers were producing too many cars 
and expecting them to sell too many cars 
in the present market. They blamed the boot- 
legging “epidemic” on overproduction, 

The dealers and manufacturers are going to 
have to fight this argument out without help 
from the consuming public, Bootlegging is not, 
like some other recently reported dodges, a 
shady means of cheating consumers, however 
bad it may be for the auto industry. 

A car purchaser, in fact, is likely to remembe 
those unhappy days not so long ago when he 
could buy a car only with 14 assorted “extras,” 
if at all. Now the customer has his innings.

While the national forests timberlands grab 
was made a sharply partisan affair in the House,

What real advantage would it have 
over public housing? 

Perhaps Mr. Cole can answer these questions.

The week of the Tenth Inter-American Con- 
ferenee at Caracas was a particularly poor time 
for the United States Congress to pass the 
Mexican farm labor bill.
